miners of the metal, and perhaps a good tiling 
generally says the San Francisco Chronicle, is 
bound to make serious trouble for all these coun- 
tries which in recent years have issued their 
silver coinage at the ratio of 32 to i with gold.

This seemed perfectly safe. The owner 


of thirty-two ounces of silver coin could obtain 
for it in the country uf issue gold eoin weighing 


die ounce. 
If he should export it, however, to 


some other country, he would have, in 1902, to 
export over thirty-nine ounces of silver coin to 
get one ounce of gold, 
lividently he would not 


export, it. 
The minted silver would circulate in 


the country of its issue as money having a fixed 
value in gold, just as our own silver dollars- 
have. 
Silver and gold would circulate together 


each being used indifferently as the convenience 
of the people required, 'i he public, and especial- 
ly the press, rejoiced in the full assurance thai 
the everlasting silver question had been got rid 
cf forever. 
1'ut we were all mistaken. 
The 


silver question has bobbed up again. Sine 1902 
there has been a steady rise in the price of silver 
from 52.8 cents per fine ounce until it was, on 
Saturday, announced that the Director of the 
.Mint had paid. 71.827 cents per ounce for silver 
needed for subsidiary coinage. 
At that price 


the silver in the Philippines pesos, Japanese yen 
and Mexican dollars is worth more for export- 
as bullion than for money in the country of issue. 
The Philippine Government will require thirty- 


t'.'-r> ounces of silver coin in exchange for gold 


• < • . ' . • weighing one ounce, but the owners, by ex- 


:>r,rtim>- it can get an ounce of gold for, say 
'•\verty-five ounces of silver coin. 
Evidently it 


will be exported, and if it is sought to keep it in 
the country by an export tax, it will be smuggled 


<^r hoarded. As fast as the mints can coin money 
i': will disappear from circulation, because each 
coin is worth more as bullion than the gold coin 
with which it was redeemed. 
The result is al- 


ready evident in financial distress in all countries 
having a limited circulation of silver redeemable 
in gold at a fixed price, except our own. 
We 


coin on a ratio of 16 to I and our silver currency 
is apparently safe, although a still further rise oi" 
silver is confidently expected. 
The price of fin? 


silver will have to rise above $1.33 per ounc-< 
before our silver dollars will be melted down. 
The same is true of the silver coinage of Canada 
and all European countries.
